IMPERFECT ACTION OF THE BEiRT. 


LA.OTSMITH, Oct. 
31.-The naval 


fcrlg-ade arrived Moaday morning at 
half-past nine and commenced firing- 
with six quick tiring guns with great 
precibion. The Boer forty-pounders, 
which had again begun to shell the 
town, were temporarily-disabled at tbe 
third and fifth shots. Brisk fighting 
is in progress on the right and left 
flanks. 


The advance was made at dawn 


•with the object of shelling the Soers 
from the position where Sunday they 
had mounted a number of guns. On 
reaching- the spot, however, it was 
found that they had evacuated the po- 
sition. The British continued to ad- 
vance, and the movement developed 
Into a reconnoissance in force. The 
enemy were posted ot> a range of 
hills having a frontage of about 1G 
miles.

N. J.. suffered a 
relapse Monday morning. He had a 
succession of choking- spells, resulting- 
from an imperfect action of the heart, 
an old affliction, complicated w.th in- 
flamation of the svomaeh. Mr. Hobart 
has not been able 
to 
attend to 


his private affairs for the past two 
or three days, and an intimate, friend 
has been given power of attorney to 
siffn checks and to attend to other 
matters of that character. 


One of the physicians in attendance 


at G o'clock Monday nig-ht said that 
while the condition of Mr. Hobart was 
serious, he was better than at any 
time within the last 24 hours. 


At 10;30 p. m. news from the sick 


room of Vice President Hobart that 
he was conscious and able to recog-nize 
those about the bedside. It was stated

Geraghty entered the cwamp Mon- 


day morning «arly to hunt lor reed 
bird*. His dog, a magnificent Gordon 
setter, accompanied him. Shortly after 
noon he started homeward. 


Suddenly the furious barkingr of his 


dojf startled him and he ran forward 
to find the animal literally cowed 
with muskrats, who were fighting- des- 
perately, bitinjr and squealing like 
nud. They nipped at the dog's eyes 
and caught fcis tongue in their sharp 
teeth. He teemed almosthelpless, and 
Geraghty fired his shotgun at the little 
army of rodents, which were scamper- 
ing to the swamp, hoping to scare the 
ones which were fast, killing his dog. 
He mowed down a dozen rats without 
apparently decreasing their number. 
The dog at last succumbed to the rein- 
forcements numbering a hundred. 


Geraghty says, they then turned 


their attention to him. 
"They climb- 


ed through my clothes in no time and 
began biting me savagely," said the 
operator. 
"And the only thing that 


saved my life was the arrival of a 
couple of other hunters who ran to 
my assistance aud knocked the little 
fellows oS.' 


Geraghty's story is corroborated by 


the. hunters, who relieved him. Musk- 
rats in portions of the swamp are 
known to be numerous, and occasion- 
ally belligerent, but this is said to be 
the first'instance -where they have atr 
tacked a man in any force.
